Those’ 
in thelr thirties account for 9,468 
lout of the total of 30,833; ‘those in 
their forties account for 9,437. 
There is little oplum smoking 
among the very young and the 
very old—it is those who are in the 
prime of life who become addicted.

September, 1940, In Szechuen, one

where in the province. 


SUPPRESSION PROGRAMME 


Prof. Kuo says this ‘about the

In this connection it may be noted 
that it wlil not be advisable to halt 
poppy, cultivation all over the coun- 
try at the same time while there is 
still 2 demand for production.
